Special Agents in Charge Burdena G. Pasenelli, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, and Margaret M. Moore, Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, and Sheriff John A. Goldman, 
Spokane County, advised today that the bombing in Spokane County 
of the Planned Parenthood, Valley Clinic Office, South 20 Pines, 
Spokane, and the bank robbery of the U.S. Bank Branch at 9208 
East Sprague, Spokane, in the early afternoon of July 12, 1996, 
in Spokane County are being jointly investigated by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, the Spokane County Sheriff's Office, and 
the Bureau of Alcohol Tobacco and Firearms. Also, assistance is 
being provided by the Spokane Police Department and the Puget 
Sound Violent Crimes Task Force, Seattle, Washington. 

Investigation to date indicates that the bombing of the 
Planned Parenthood Clinic and the bank robbery were committed by 
the same individuals. At least three individuals are responsible 
for these criminal violations. These individuals were wearing 
disguises during the commission of the crimes. No one was 
injured at either location. However, the damage at the Planned 
Parenthood Clinic was extensive. A stolen vehicle has been 
recovered which was used to facilitate the commission of these 
crimes. The vehicle had stolen license plates (Washington) which 
did not match, front-to-back. 

Preliminary investigation has disclosed marked 
similarities between the bombing and bank robbery of last Friday 
to two bombs that were detonated on April 1st this year, one at 
an office of the "Spokesman Review" and other at the same U.S. - 
Bank Branch. There is an outstanding reward of $25,000 for 
information leading to the identification, arrest and conviction 
of the individuals responsible for those bombings. 














All investigative agencies have committed substantial 
resources to the investigation of these crimes. The cooperation 
of the public has been of great assistance in this investigation. 
Sketches of at least one of the individuals who committed these 
crimes, photographs from the bank robbery, a photograph of the 
stolen vehicle used to facilitate these crimes, and photographs 
of damage to the Planned Parenthood Clinic have been or will be 
provided to the media.

ROBBERIES AND THEREFORE CCTV IS BEING PLACED IN THE COMPLEX 
IN THE EVENT THE APARTMENT COMPLEX IS USED AGAIN BY THE 
ROBBERS. REWARD MONEY OF $115,000 IS BEING OFFERED BY U.S. 
BANK, THE SPOKESMAN-REVIEW, BATF AND THE FBI. UNSOLVED 
MYSTERIES HAS BEEN TO SPOKANE AND WILL BE FILMING THE FIRST 
PART OF AUGUST, 1996. SEVERAL WITNESSES HAVE PROVIDED 
DESCRIPTIONS OF POSSIBLE GETAWAY VEHICLES AND THEREFORE ALL 
VEHICLES MATCHING THE DESCRIPTION ARE BEING OBTAINED THROUGH 
THE DEPARTMENT OF MOTOR VEHICLES. LOCAL POLICE AND SHERIFF 
AGENCIES ARE DEVELOPING CONTINGENCY PLANS FOR ANY FUTURE 
ROBBERIES IN THE METROPOLITAN SPOKANE AREA. 
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MANY OF THE LOOK ALIKE SUSPECTS DEVELOPED RESIDE IN THE 
REMOTE MOUNTAIN AND WILDERNESS AREAS OF THE NORTHEAST SECTIONS 
OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON. 


THE SEATTLE DIVISION REQUESTS THAT TWO (2) ADDITIONAL 
FOUR-WHEEL DRIVE VEHICLES BE ASSIGNED TO THE DIVISION IN ORDER 
TO SAFELY JOURNEY INTO THESE MOST DIFFICULT TERRAINS. 

SHOULD INVESTIGATION CONTINUE INTO THE FALL AND WINTER 
MONTHS, THE BUREAU WILL BE REQUESTED TO PROVIDE FUNDING FOR 
WINTER-TYPE SURVIVAL CLOTHING FOR THE INVESTIGATORS ASSIGNED 
TO CAPTIONED MATTER. 

AS THE BUREAU IS AWARE, THE LEVEL OF VIOLENCE HAS BEEN 
MENACINGLY ESCALATED IN THE 07/12/1996 BOMBING AND ROBBERY. 
WITH THE SUBJECTS' UTILIZATION OF AN AK-47, EQUIPPED WITH A 30 
ROUND BANANA CLIP, AND DEPLOYMENT OF ANTI-PERSONNEL EXPLOSIVE 
PIPEBOMBS. THE SUBJECTS HAVE DEMONSTRATED A CONFRONTATIONAL 
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MENTALITY, WHEREIN, TACTICAL ENGAGEMENT AGAINST LAW 
ENFORCEMENT IS AN UNFORTUNATE REALITY SHOULD THE CONDITIONS 
EVOLVE. 

THE SEATTLE DIVISION REQUESTS THAT FOUR ADDITIONAL M-16 
RIFLES, WITH SIXTEEN MAGAZINES BE FORWARDED DIRECTLY TO THE 
SPOKANE RESIDENT AGENCY. 

ADMINISTRATIVE: 

THE SPOKANE RA IS STAFFED WITH SEVEN AGENTS AND THREE 
SUPPORT PERSONNEL AND IS LOCATED 300 MILES FROM SEATTLE THIS 
INVESTIGATION IS A TOP PRIORITY OF THE DIVISION AND HAS 
NECESSITATED THE TDY OF BOTH AGENT AND SUPPORT PERSONNEL TO 
SPOKANE. IT IS ANTICIPATED THAT TWO SUPPORT PERSONNEL AND 
FOUR AGENTS WILL CONTINUE TO BE ASSIGNED TDY'D TO SPOKANE 
UNTIL THIS CASE IS RESOLVED. ADDITIONALLY, OTHER TRAVEL TO 
SPOKANE HAS BEEN NECESSARY TO SUPPORT OPERATIONS; FOR 
INSTANCE, TECHNICALLY TRAINED AGENTS. IT IS ESTIMATED THAT 
TRAVEL COSTS OF APPROXIMATELY $50,000 MAY BE INCURRED IN 
SUPPORT OF THIS INVESTIGATION THROUGH THE END OF THE FISCAL 
YEAR. FURTHER, 48 HOURS OF DEDICATED OVERTIME PER PAY PERIOD 


ARE NEEDED TO BE ALLOCATED TO THIS INVESTIGATION IN ORDER TO 
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KEEP RAPID START AND TYPING CURRENT, CONDUCT ANALYSIS OF MOTOR 
VEHICLE RECORDS AND OTHER ANALYSIS. ALSO, IT IS NOTED THAT 
FBI SUPPORT PERSONNEL ARE PROVIDING SUPPORT NOT ONLY FOR FBI 
PERSONNEL BUT ALSO FOR TDY AGENTS FROM BATF AND DEPUTIES FROM 
SPOKANE COUNTY. OTHER INCIDENTAL EXPENSES ARE BEING INCURRED 
SUCH AS DUPLICATION OF BANK SURVEILLANCE FILM, AND COLOR 
PHOTOGRAPHS OF THE STOLEN VANS FOR DISTRIBUTION TO THE MEDIA,

ALTHOUGH CURRENT SEATTLE THIRD-PARTY DRAFT ACCOUNTS AND 
OVERTIME ALLOCATIONS ARE INSUFFICIENT. AUTHORITY TO COMMIT TO 
THESE EXPENSES IS BEING ASSUMED BY SEATTLE, UCAB. IT SHOULD 
BE NOTED THAT SEATTLE HAS NO PLANS TO REQUEST FBIHQ FOR THE 
TDY OF PERSONNEL FROM OTHER DIVISIONS, OTHER THAN THE
